f Pérhaps those forefathers spread their doctrine of rugged 
ndivijualism with a somewhat ruthless hand. Surely they wiped 
but a race of mankind ‘in order to spread cities where the Ameri- 
ran Iridians once hunted deer. Perhdps the early frontiers were 
ringed with greed and ugly struggling for gold and gain. And 
eertaihly whole millions sweated at unpaid toil and died® un- 
‘hanked in power for having built the cities and spread the 
/arms, 

. Né matter-that now. It does not interfere with the illusion or 
with deal built around the word. Such realistic details are not 
taught in the public schools. The bitter parts of history have been 
gloss§d and the fundamental courage and will to build a better 
world are all that remain in the grammar school accounts. A 
whole: generation of people has grown up cherishing the word 
“Americanism” as a shining ideal. And the core and essence of 
that ideal has been the will to build a better world. 

Hut into wkose hands has the word Americanism: fallen? It 
has been appropriated as the battle cry of the most ruthless set 
of tyrants that ever snapped a whip over the masses. Today all 
the greed, corruption and degeneration of American capitalism 
prasaerades under that word. 

: And it is not alone Hearst who seizes upon and makes filth 
®f thé’word “Americanism.” Every labor-hating, union-smashing, 
autocratic agency of monopoly capital flaunts the word on its 
panners. SS 

‘ The word “Americanism” printed in the Hearst papers be- 
-omes a word, defiled, dragged in the mud, degenerated to a cheap 
dublicity slogan for a depraved parasite. By constant, harping. on 
this word, Hearst and the monied class he represents, hope to 
aarness everything that is decent and honest in the American 
ipeopld ito serve their hoggish greed. 

There is no more relation between Americanism, as “under- 
Stood | by the public, and the blood-thirsty howling of Hearst 
than ithere is between Communism and the senseless slander 
Hearst prints about it. 3 

America today is a land of abundance such as ancient phil- 
spsophers never dreamed of. Tke food and produce fairly boils 
ut of the fertility of the soil. The factories are giants that toss 
pff plenty with casual effort. And yet, in the face of this reality, 
the nation was never ’more oppressed with poverty, hunger,
